Although I have done my best

U. S. Ship Program. 

I hope there will be no asper- 
sions cast on ¢he United States 
shipbuilding program.

We could 
only increase our output at the 
expense of other indispensable mu- 
nitions and supplies. But the Unit- 
ed States is building now, in the 
present time, about four times as 
much gross tonnage as we are 
buildlmg and I am assured she 
will range between eight and 10 
times as much as we are building 
in the calendar year 1943. 

Ship losses have been heavy 
lately and the bulk has been upon 
the Eastern shores of America. 
Utmost measures have been taken 
to curtail those, losses and I do 
not doubt they will.be substantial- 
ly reduced as the mass of escort 
vessels now under construction 
come into service and as the con- 
voy system and other methods of 
defense come into full and effec- 
tive operation. These measures 
combined with the great shipbuild- 
ing efforts of the United States 
and the British Empire should 
result in a substantial gain in ton- 
nage at the end 1943 ovér and 
above that we now possess. 

This we shall owe largely to the 
prodigious exertions of the Gov- 
ernment and people of the United 
States who share with us, and 
fully and freely according to our 
respective needs and duties, in this 
as in all other parts of our war 
program. I have not trespassed 
very much upon the United States 
aspect although it is a most vital 
sphere, and I return to the desert 
and the Nile. 

One of the most painful parts in 
this battle has been that in its 
opening stages we were defeated 
under conditions which gave good 
and reasonable expectation of suc- 
cess. During the whole of spring 
we had been desirous that the 
army of the western desert should 
begin an offensive against the en- 
emy.

British Equipment. 

Thus-it may well be that we were 
relatively no: better off in the mid- 
dle of May than we had been in 
March or April.

Struggle Not Decided. 


I am not in position to tell the 
House about reinforcements reach- 
ing our army or aproaching them 
except that they are very consid- 
erable..

“do the English want to destroy 
©ur fleet at Alexandria?” the

000-ton cruisers Suffren, Tourville 
and Duquesne; the 7000-ton cruiser 
Guguay-Tourin, the destroyers Bas- 
que, Fortune and Fortin, and the 
submarine Protee. 

Because of the squadron and 
French interests in the Suez Canal, 
interest in the Egyptian situation 
was marked here on this 144th an- 
niversary of Napoleon's capture 
of Alexandria. 

At the same time authorized 
source declared, “informed circles 
in Vichy attach no more import- 
ance to the recent accusation of 
Tass (Russian official news agency) 
concerning shipment of supplies to 
the Germans through Tunisia than 
they do to previous accusations by 
the same source on the same sub- 
ject.”

In a rebuttal speech after the 
four companies had concluded their 
arguments, Philip Murray, head of 
the steel workers’ union empha- 
sized that the Board’s fact-finding 
panel, consisting of one labor mem- 
ber, one industry member and one 
representing the public, had been 
unanimous on the wage ‘issue. 
The panel, he said, had supported 
the union’s position on wages, and 
no representative of the compan- 
ies had undertaken to dispute the 
panel’s conclusion that the with- 
holding of a wage increase, other- 
wise proper, because of its effect 
on Governmental revenues per se, 
would “involve an unauthorized 
tax on workers.” 

Attorneys for Freezing Wages. 

Murray said that all the attor- 
neys who spoke for companies had 
declared in effect for national 
wage freezing.

‘ Two Wage Fests. 

Ballard said that the President's 
formula for wage stabilization ad- 
mitted of only two tests: Are the 
steel workers suffering from in- 
equalities as compared with work- 
ers in other industries, and are 
they receiving wages insufficient 
to maintain a standard of “health 
and decency”? He said the answer 
in each case was no, and eited 
in the latter case the report of 
the board’s fact-finding panel, 
which, while sustaining the steel 
workers On most points, rejected 
the argument that their present 
pay is inadequate when measured 
by “health and decency” require- 
ments. 

Asserting that the steel workers 
occupy a “highly privileged posi- 
tion,” Ballard said that the aver- 
age yearly earnings of Inland em- 
ployes in 1941, based on figures for 
the third quarter of the year, were 
$1993, as compared with $1553 for 
all male employes covered by the 
social security system. 

Ballard charged the fatt-finding 
panel with erroneous forecasts in 
reaching its conclusion that for 
1942 the weekly earnings in the 
durable goods industries as a 
whole would be substantially 
greater than in steel. For instance, 
the panel estimated earnings for 
April, in all durable goods, at 
$43.90, whereas the “actual” 
amount, he said, as computed by 
the Government’s Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, was only $42.57. Union 
spokesmen vigorously objected to 


the introduction of the new fig-' 


ures, saying that the record of the 
case, by a previous ruling of the 
board, had been “closed.” 
Challenges Panel’s Theory. 

Ballard said that in any case the 
principle on which the panel had 
acted was fallacious. When the 
panel, he said, gave weight to the 
average weekly earnings in an over- 
time industry in computing just 
wages for a “flat-time” industry, 
the panel in effect was ruling that 
workers in the latter industry 
should be paid for work they 
didn’t perform. 

He said that under the. panel’s 
formula workers would be enticed 
away from the overtime industries,

There is no reason to believe that 
the abandonment of those con- 
cepts in our way of life will be 
helpful in the war effort, nor can 
it be denied that their abandon- 
ment interferes with the independ- 
* and freedom of the individ- 

Grace said that steel wages had 
more than kept pace with the cost 
of living, and “with the cost of liv- 
ing controlled” he could see no 
valid reason for increasing them. 

Bethlehem’s argument was ex- 
panded by Chester A. McLain of 
the company’s counsel. He freely 
coneeded the ability of the com- 
pany to pay the proposed increase, 
but. said that the question of abil- 
ity to pay was wholly irrelevant. 
In any event, he suggested, that it 
was not within the province of 
the board “to supervise the dis- 
tribution of the national income.” 

Inflation Statement. 

McLain directed the special at- 
tention of the board to the section 
of his brief dealing with inflation. 

“The steel workers,” ran Bethle- 
hem’s argument on this point, 
“must not be deluded into believ- 
ing that they can escape their 
share of the burdens of the war. 
The board should warf them that 
if the union persists in its demand 
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the President's wage stabilization 
program and that it had no 


23.7 per cent, while the cost of liv- 
ing rose only 13.7 per cent. 

The last of the four companies 
to be heard was the Youngstown 
Sheet and Tube Co., whose attor- 
ney, John C, Gall, described the 
case as “fundamentally a dispute 
between the steel workers’ union 
and the people of the United 
States.” He said the decision of 
the Board would affect employes 
in all industries and would bear 
vitally on the problem of “pre- 
venting disastrous inflation.” * 

Gall said his company “made no 
bones” about contending that steel 
wages should be “frozen” where 
they' are, for without such freez- 
ing of wages at the higher levels 
there could be no wage stabiliza- 
tion. 

Gall said the claim of the union 
to special consideration because it 
had given up the “right to strike” 
during the war was without merit, 
inasmuch as “there is no moral 
right to strike during war time 
where the effect is to interrupt 
the nation’s war effort.” 

The fact that a labor union may 
be “socially desirable,” he said, is 
no reason why the Government 
should step in and guarantee the 
maintenance of its membership. 

“Tf,” he said, “the country wants 
unions, and wants them efficiently 
run, the way to proceed is not to 
give them compulsory membership, 
but to make them work to get and 
hold their members.”

But these Cossacks are veterans.

When officers have that 
much experience at that age—as 
was almost universally true of the 
Greek Colonels and Generals—they 
are usually much better than good. 
We also meet the Lieutenant Col- 
onel of this particular regiment 
and he deserves lots more than a 
separate paragraph. 

As Lieut. Col: Dimitri Kalinovich 
reports to the General he fooks 
tougher than Erich von Stroheim 
or Victor MacLaglen ever did, and 
10 times more ramrod-backed. He 
wears a tiny mustache just above 
a deep chin scar. If Hitler had 
to look at this Cossack Colonel's 
face every morning for months he 
would likely call off the war pron- 
to and start for Patagonia.

IN THE NORTH CAUVCASUS, RUSSIA, July 2 (By Radio), 


T has been 10 years since I last traveled in this part of Russia, one 
one of the richest and most beautiful in the country. To the south 
the Caucasus Mountains rise as high and as white-crowned as ever; 
to the north, in sea-green waves, roll the steppes. Although comprising 
an area no larger than the State of Missouri, this territory accounts 
for one-third of Russia’s oil, one-third of its zinc and one-fifth of its 


lead. 


including Pyatigorsk, Yessentuki, 
Kislovodsk and Zheleznovodsk, 
with mineral. springs known all 
over this land as well as abroad. 
Above all, here is one of the rich- 
est agricultural regions of Russia, 
with pastures in the uplands and 
grains. and grasses in the lowlands. 
Forests are few and rainfall often 
is scanty, but not this year. 

“Blessed be the Lord for being so 
good to us in these times of trou- 
ble,” chants an elderly peasant in 
old-fashioned Russian. The prayer 
has a special meaning now, for the 
wheatlands, with rare exceptions, 
are as superb as any I have seen. 

This land grows, in addition to 
wheat and hay, cotton, rice, fruit, 
root crops and the inevitable sun- 
flower, from which Russians ex- 
tract oil for cooking and which, 
when ripe, they eat as Americans 
do peanuts and popcorn. 


Small Farms Gone. 


As I travel along this land, I 
note the amazing transformations 
that have come over it in the last 
decade. Gone completely are the 
small, individual-farms that once 
checkered the unending steppes. 
The only small fields are garden 
patches which embroider the land- 
scape along highways and ,rail- 
roads, These are especially num- 
erous this year because of the 
campaign to have every factory 
family in city and village raise its 
own vegetables. Everywhere else 
immense fields of wheatlands 
sweep to the far horizon, taking in 
areas from 1000 to 50,000 acres, and 
more. | 

Unwittingly one thinks of Ameri- 
ca’s contribution to this stupend- 
ous agrarian revolution, Had it 
not been for the American tractor, 
the gang plow, the disc harrow, 
grain drill, combine and hay load- 
er, which the Russians so pains- 
takingly and successfully copied in 
the north Caucasus, all Russia stil!

It was only 12 years ago that the 
peasants of a backward village in

A mere glance at the 
hives, at the rows in which they 
are set out and the neat little 
bridges to their entrances, so bees 
can walk inside with little loss of 
energy, brings to mind A. I. Root, 
of Medina, O., whose textbook on 
beekeeping has helped many Rus- 
sians to lift the apiary' from a 
primitive plaything to a modern 
large-scale enterprise. 


Women at Work. 


The war has stamped itself vis- 
ibly onthe rolling, fertile steppes, 
although they are hundreds of 
miles from a. battlefield. Soldiers, 
miltary equipment and planes. are 
in evidence everywhere and one 
hardly ever sees civilian young 
men on the farms or in the villages. 
Except for old men and boys,. the 
‘workers are women, who operate 
the tractors and cultivators and 
drive trucks and horses, 

The women wear bright kerchiefs 
and dresses—white, blue and, above 
ali, red—and somehow manage to 
have their lips daubed with lipstick. 
As in pre-war times, they sing as 
they work, their mellow, wailing

New Pane Developed by Mon- 
santo Withstands Bomb 
8 Feet Away. 


A new type of windowpane, 
made of two sheets of clear plastic 
enclosing wire mesh, which will 
withstand the explos ion of a 150- 
pound bomb eight feet away, has 
been developed for use in military 
construction and industrial plants 
in potential air-raid zones. 

The new material was developed 
by the Monsanto Chemical Co.’s 
Springfield (Mass.) research lab- 
oratory, in co-operation with the 
Navy. A spokesman for the com- 
pany’s headquarters here said 
British experience has shown that 
one of the chief dangers in an air 
raid is flying glass from windows 
shattered by bomb explosions, 

Available commercially, but only 
with a high priority rating, the 
material is transparent but appears 
slightly frosted. It is about as thick 
as the usual pane of window glass, 
put much lighter. The plastic used 
in the pane is vuelite—a cellulose 
acetate sheeting originally devel- 
oped by Monsanto for fluorescent 
lighting fixtures. The wire mesh 
inside looks much like chicken 
wire. 

Tested in laboratory experiments 
simulatifig a bomb explosion, the 
spokesman said, the plastic pane 
stood up almost twice as well as 
ordinary glass. 

If a bomb explodes close to a 
building, the air pressure on the 
outside of the building is suddenly 


‘decreased by the force of the ex- 


plosion. Pressure on the inside re- 
mains normal, however, at 14.7 
pounds per square inch, and, as in 
a tornado, the pressure inside may 
shatter a window outwards. 

The plastic pane withstood a 
pressure of 13.7 pounds per square 
inch, or almost as great as the 
normal pressure of the air, when 
a vacuum was created on one side 
of the pane in the laboratory, the 
company said. Clear glass shat- 
tered at a pressure of 7.4 pounds 
per square inch and ordinary 
heavy wire reinforced glass shat- 
tered at 13.3 pounds per square 
inch. The advantage of the plas- 
tic pane over ordinary wire-rein- 
forced glass is that the plastic will 
not shatter and will withstand 
slightly greater pressure. 

At the Navy’s Bureau of Docks 
and Yards, the company said, a 
quarter-pound ball dropped from 
a height of 20 inches smashed or- 
dinary glass, while it required a 
two-pound - ball. from a height of 
42 inches to penetrate-a pane of 
the reinforced plastic. 

The ball, instead of shattering 
the pane, passed through, leaving 
a clean-cut hole which could be 
repaired with tape. 

The plastic, which can be formed 
into almost any desired shape, 
is now being included in new con- 
struction for the Navy, the spokes- 
man said. It can be inserted in 
a window frame in much the 
same manner as common glass.

He became a 
convert to the Sinn Fein move- 
ment and resigned, then ran for 
re-election on a pledge that if elect- 
ed, he would leave the seat vacant 
as a protest against the refusal of 
home rule.

THE CASE OF 


PROFESSOR R. 


OME time ago Collier's Weekly 
,y Published an article and maps 
by the professor of geograp 

College, Columbia 
It was called “Maps 
World.” It was an 
7 performance. Much 
the most important aspect of it is 
not what Prof. Renner thinks our 
war aims ought to be, but how he 
thinks about them, For while he 
has no political’ influence, he is a 
teacher in an institution which 
trains teachers who go to all parts 
of the country. He is a professor 
in an institution which exercises 
immense influence upon American 
education. 

The outlook for American civili- 
zation would be, I submit, very 
dark indeed if Prof; Renner’s hab- 
its of mind were to become at all 
general in American colleges. For 
they are the habits of mind which 
have caused the deepest concern 
to law-makers and to teachers and 
to the doctors of religion in all 
ages and in all places, They are 
the habit of thinking of others as 
if they were inanimate objects, 
and the habit of thinking of one- 
self as above all human standards 
of good and evil. Prof. Renner is 
no doubt a man of blameless life. 
But when his ways of thinking 
are found in a man of violent and 
active character, it may take a 
world war to subdue him. 

s * * 

In this way of thinking we find 
always an overwhelming convic- 
tion that the man is appointed by 
destiny to improve the human 
race, to solve its ancient prob- 
lems, to inaugurate.a new order. 
The man is always convinced that 
he has heard voices, or that he has 
intuition, or that he has “scien- 
tific knowledge” available only to 
himself and a few of the specially 
initiated. 

These warning symptoms are 
present in what speaking “scien- 
tifically,” we may nowcallthe case 
of Prof. R. His special knowl- 
edge is what he calls “political 
geography”; his appointed mission 
is the “designing of a new world 
map to meet democratic specifica- 
tions.” So he clears the ground 
for his ‘task by dismissing all 
“the amateurs of the state depart- 
ments of the various nations of 
the world” and goes on to say that 
“every map or blueprint for peace 
so far has been drawn by self-ap- 
pointed amateurs.” 

* * * 
ROFESSOR R’S new world 
map to meet democratic speci- 
fications confirms the clinfcal pic- 
ture which these preliminary 
warning symptoms would lead a 
student of the human mind to an- 
ticipate. In those maps we behold 
a mind unconsciously conceiving 
a series of atrocious and irrepar- 
able crimes in order to make a 
more perfect world. Thus it is 
Professor R’s view, arrived at by 
special geographical insight, that 
in a perfect world there would be 
“a Europe consisting of nine 
strong nations, any one of which 
would be strong enough to dis- 

courage aggression.”

Therefore, in order to make the 
nine strorig nations Professor R 


hy | advises the United States to mur- 


der the small nations and feed 
them to the bigger nations. 

He believes, for example, that 
“to meet democratic  specifica- 
tions,” we should exterminate the 
Swiss Republic and then divide 
up its territory and its citizena 
among Germany, Italy and France. 
The reader must bear with me: I 
know this is revolting but I must 
repeat that Professor R wishes to 
found a democratic peace on the 
political murder of the most an- 
cient republic in the Western 
World. After more than six cen- 


turies of Swiss independence, he 


wishes us to celebrate our victory 
over Hitler by dismembering the 
Swiss nation and placing the Swiss 
people under the domination of 
three strong foreign powers. 

We may note in passing that 
Professor R has not specified 
whether the destruction of Switz- 
erland is to be done by American 
troops, or whether we are to in- 
cite German, Italian and French 
troops to do the political murder 
for us. In any event Switzerland 
ig to be murdered. 

: * 2 « 

We now are no longer aston- 
ished at anything that Professor 
R may propose. Portugal, which 
has been an independent state for 
seven centuries, must also die, 
says the professor, because he 
likes only big, strong states. Bel- 
gium; too, must die and the car- 
cass of the Belgian nation then 
is to be devoured by France, Ger- 
many and The Netherlands. 

For The Netherlands, Professor 
R in his fine scientific geograph- 
ical spirit has conceived a more 
subtly refined and masterly end. 
Having invited it to commit can- 
nibalism on Belgium and insuring 
it the everlasting hatred of the 
Belgians, Professor R wishes The 
Netherlands to incorporate itself 
within the British Commonwealth 
of Nations and end its days in the 
enjoyment of “full dominion 
status.” 

* * 

IS object is, as we have seen, 

to have Europe made up only 
of big, strong states. MThere- 
fore, Professor R proceeds to work 
out a plan by which Germany, 
which is already big and strong, 
may “be made still bigger and 
stronger. Now Professor R is no 
Nazi. In fact he is different from 
the Nazis, as any one must see 
from his provosal to make a some- 
what bigger pan-Germany than the 
Nazis used to claim, 

Thus, in addition to -most of 
Switzerland, Professor R gives to 
pan-Germany Alsace - Lorraine, 
Luxembourg, some of Belgium, 
some of The Netherlands, all the 
Sudetenland, a large part of Po- 
land, all of Austria, all of Hungary 
and a good fat slice of Rumania. 
Professor R seems to feel that if 
the United Nations defeat Hitler 
they may be able to compel the 
Germans to accept the responsibil- 
ity of becoming the biggest and

Leon Daudet, French litterateur

Royalist party, Action Francaise, 
35 years ago, died yesterday at his 
estate, Saint Remy de Provence. 
He was 75 years old.

WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP).— 
The United States and four other 
countries, it was announced last 
night by the State Department, 
have decided to set aside an im- 
mense pool of wheat for the relief 
of war-stricken countries, to be 
rushed to them “so soon as the in- 
ternational situation permits.” — 

That means as soon as available 
shipping no longer is monopolized 
for the transport of the tools of 
war. 

Establishment of a relief pool of 
not less than 100 million bushels is 
one of the features of the wheat 
agreement with the United States, 


Great Britain, Canada, Australia| 


and Argentina as signatories. 

Other provisions relate to the 
control] of wheat production, stocks 
and exports and the co-operation 
of the five countries in stabiliza- 
tion of prices. | 

The combined wheat surplus of 
the four exporting countries in- 
volved aggregates nearly 1,500,000,- 
000 bushels. Defeat of the Axis 
will clear the seas for peaceful 
commerce and put that wheat in 
circulation. The ultimate aim is 
restoration of the international 
wheat trade on a sound basis; but 
to make sure the hungry millions 
will get bread without delay as 
soon as the war is won the relief 
pool is created. 

Donations of 
participating countries will 
the pool supplied. Under the 
agreement the United States is 
obligated to give 50 million bush- 
els; Canada and Great Britain 
agree to give 25 million bushels 
each. — | 

The agreement provides that as 
additional wheat for the pool is 
needed, Argentina, Australia, Can- 
ada and the United States will 
contribute amounts to be deter- 
mined among themselves.

MISSOURI TREASURY 
BALANCE 7 MILLION 


Largest Net Balance in Five 
Yeats—14 States Begin Fis- 
cal Year Out of Red. 


— Missouri's State government 
headed into the last half of the 
year with $7,795,726—the largest 
net Treasury balance in five years. 
The State Auditor’s records 
showed today that, not since 1937, 
has the general revenue balance 
been so big on July 1, which is 


the three-quarter mark in the 
State’s two-year fiscal period. 
With only six months of the bi- 
ennium remaining, the figures in- 
dicated that Budget Director Mar- 
garet Cobb’s forecast of a five mil- 
lion dollar surplus at the year’s end 
will easily be realized. The Audi- 
tor’s balance, however, does not re- 
flect all the commitments against 
the revenue, since it shows only 
those obligations for which pay- 
ment warrants have been issued. 
There are no records showing the 
amount of bills unpaid. 

Today's balance is almost seven 
million dollars more than a year 
ago, when the daily cash balance 
sheet showed only $803,944. The 
State started the biennium Jan. 1, 
1941, with $54,000 cash and about 
two millions dollars unpaid bills.

diagnosed as a spinal tumor and

He faces the possibility that the 
time may come when he will not 
be able to work in his garden. 


It is a discouraging outlook but 
he faces it with the courage that, 
under more heroic circumstances, 
is called heroism. “I will carry on 
as best I can,” he says. What he 
dreads most is the prospect that, if 
his condition gets worse, he will 
not be able to do the work with his 
hands that leavens his helplessness 
and makes’ the hours pass more 
quickly, “The days are so long,” 
he says, “when there’s nothing that, 
I can do.”

Typical of the vast St. Louis 
army of petticoat toilers who have 
pitched in to man the machines of 
our war industries, Thelma is a 
sort of super-efficient gal who 
combines housework with eight- 
hours-a-day hard labor on a punch 
press and still has pep enough 
left to do a little stepping out in 
the evening with her 6-foot-2, 31- 
year-old, machinist husband. 


Day begins for war-working- 
housefrau Thelma when the Pfitz- 
inger electric ala sounds the 
six o’clock bell.”

Saunders, began to study it and es- 
tablished the first hospital in the 
world for eye diseases—Moorfield’s 
in London. The study of this trop- 
ical disease was really the begin- 
ning of our scientific knowledge of 
the specialty diseases of the eye. 
It is so likely that it amounts to 
a certainty, that with the return 
of soldiers from this war we will 
have introduced into this country a 
number of tropical diseases which 
are totally unfamiliar to the av- 
erage medical man. It is p le 
that they will not stay here 
long because they depend upon 
climatic conditions, animal car- 
riers which are indigenous to trop- 
ical countries, but we are sure to 
hear about them and for that rea- 
son a book just published called 
Ambassadors in White: The Story 
of American Tropical Medicine by 
Charles Morrow Wilson is a very 
timely publication. 


— a > 

THE ENGLISH, who have sent 
their soldiers. and colonials out to 
tropical countries for years, have 
had established in London the In- 
stitute and School of Tropical 
Medicine but we have no similar 
institution here. I doubt if one 
American doctor in a hundred has 
ever seen a case of kala-azar or 
filariasis. Very few have ever 
seen any amebic dysentery or even 
malaria. I live in an almost south- 
ern city and yet I do not see ma- 
laria oftener than once or twice a 
year and that in imported cases. 

The whole aspect .of disease in 
tropical countries is different from 
ours. Among the diseases which 
are the 10 principal causes of 
death in Latin America today are 
malaria, enteritis and typhoid 
fever. Malaria has not been an 
important cause of death in the 
Northern Western Hemisphere for 
50 years and. typhoid fever has 
not been among the 10 principal 
causes of death since 1900. The 
whole atmosphere and the preva- 
lence of these diseases changes the 
entire aspect of life. In the United 
States the average life expectancy 
is 65 years, five months; in Chile 
it is about 35 years; in Peru, less 
than 30; in Mexico and Uruguay, 
well under 40. 


* * * 

A LARGE PART of this, of 
course, is due to the carelessness 
of the inhabitants and ignorance 
and indifference to the causes of 
the tropical diseases. A Central 
American pays no more attention 
to a mosquito than you would tb 
a piece of lint that dropped on the 
skin of your hand. I have watched, 
fascinated, while a mosquito made 
a miniature balloon of itself out of 
the blood of a native of Nicaragua. 

They also drink any kind of 
water that happens to be there, 
regard screens and even doors and 
windows with suspicion and let all 
kinds of animals wander in and 
out of their houses, no matter 
whether they are disease carriers 
or not. ' 

I speak of a period that is 
largely in the past. Due to the ed- 
ucational work of sanitary engi- 
neers, especially such enlightened 
organizations as the United Fruit 
Co., the conquest of tropical dis- 
eases, in our own hemisphere at 
least, is well on its way.
